THA ENGLISH PSE38 ON COLON. 
IAL AFFAIRS.

The English papers received by yesterday's 
niail are unusually fillod with colonial topics 
The recetil movement in Canada bus come 
upon 'he Kng lish mind by surprise, and 
the journals are busily engaged in discussing 
the Federation question in all its boatings. 
That the conolusiou is generally in favor of 
the movement, and of ultimate independence, 
as wo oursnlves expressed it at the time, 
■eetns vory evident. Of cutirso there aro n 
good many little instances o( colonial im- 
pudence furbished np to prove how magnani- 
mous has been the treatment of the depun- 
UoncieJ by the mother country, and bow in- 
considerate has been the conduct of the 
colonies. We have the Times showing how 
Mr. Gait snubbed the Duke of Newcastle live 
years ago, because that nobleman had the 
audacity to forward some remonstrance of 
Sheffield manufacturer* lo the Canadian 
government, against the tnrifl which was 
pressing hard upon English industry— how 
that tariff had steadily advanced in eighteen 
years from 2$ to 20 per cent. — and how the 
Imperial authorities wore given to understand 
thai if 'he Queen did not sign the tariff bill, 
the most serious consequences would onsuo. 
The serious *onsequeuces, the Times says, 
could only have been independence, and that 
would have been a relief, rather than an 
injury, to the mother country; inasmuch as 
the British troops and war vessels could have 
been withdrawn from Canadian territory. 
Ths Jimes is agreeably surprised, however, 
at this sud Jen change in North American 
politics, and " congratulates Canada on the 
reaalt. hoping that the union of parties may 
be as permanent as it is astonishing." 

From the other leading papers, wo have 
equally congratulatory expressions, There 
is, in fact, a wide-spread desire to sea the 
British possessions in North America ad- 
vance with rapidity to a, position, politically 
as well as commercially, more iu keeping with 
the capacities of their extensive territory. 
Suys one influential journal, speaking of tbo 
federatiou " This scheme, if carried out, 
would ultimately embrace British Columbia, 
the settlements on the Red river, an 1 the 
boundless regions of the Hudson's Buy Com- 
pany. Those would constitute an empire or 
'Confederation,' extending from the Atlantic 
to the Pacific, and from the United States' 
boundary to the frozen regions of the North. 
Of course, a Confederation bo gigantic would 
ultimately lead lo a severance of the tie which 
now binda all those colonies to this country. 
Bat as the connection has hitherto subsisted, 
not for our benefit, but lor theirs, we should 
gladly bid them CJad-speod in their new and 
adventurous oareer. The now empire would 
be equal in superficial area to thirty times 
the size of the United Ivingdom. Wo have 
already a lufficienoy, and more than a auffi 
ciency of gi<;.intio dependencies upon our 
hands, and should gladly see them establish 
ad in the world for themselves. Enough fir 
us will be the glory that, being ourselves 
mere dwarfs in our dimensions, we have 
given birth to a race of giants to subdue, and 
multiply, and replenish the earth. ' 

Tbo clearest views are probably enunciated 
by the Spectator, (jreat Britain, it asserts, 
must be benefited by the new arrangement, 
and the oidy stipulation that it would be 
likely '° insist upon in case of independence, 
would be " certain rights of way ; for the 
Pacific colonies are valuable, and cannot, yet 
Walk alone." " The effect of a federation " 
it say9, •' if arranged on any reasonable 
principles, and especially if arranged on the 
principle of Parliamentary Government such 
as is likely to prevail in Canada, is to throw 
to the top abler men than the individual 
colonies can produce, ami the abler the rulers 
the mora consistent their piliey, the more 
easy to frame and to maintain the alliances 
into which the colonial system of (jreat 
Britain must ultimately merge. Mr. Card- 
well may possibly — though he has seldom 
shown it — inherit some of the administrative 
ability of the statesman whose disciple he 
professes to be, and now is the accepted mo- 
ment for its exereiso. Let him bring forward 
an Imperial Law, the greatest perhaps in re- 
sult and the simplest in policy it has been 
giren to an English statesman tu frame, a 
law decreoing that any British colony num- 
bering a million of English-speaking in- 
habitants may by a voto ol its Parliament, 
ratified by an appeal lo the electors nil hoc, 
or by a two-thirds' majority wilhuitt such ap- 
peal, declare itself free and independent. 
Such a 'aw would convince the colonists that 
their fate lay for the future absolutely in their 
own hands, would place them on their proper 
footing as free though attached allies, and 
would relieve both them and England once 
for all °f the hi lout bitterness which attaches 
in polities, as in domestic life to the position 
of protector and dependents." 

Whilo on this colonial topic we may men- 
tion a rather atnrtlini; doctrine broached 
lately in the House of Commons l>y the Sec- 
retary 'or the Colonies. Oo the second read- 
ing of 'he Now Zealand Loan Bill, Mr. Card 
woll said that Her Majeity'd Government 
would only give the guarantee to the 
£1,000,000 loan on considerati m of the New 
Zealand people paying £40 per year to every 
soldier employed in the Maori war. Tne 
idea v?as taken up by Mr. Gladstone, and 
applied generally lo all the colonies — the 
argument being that it would make these 
Brilish ofl shouts moro eareful about getting 
into difficulty with tutivo tribes, rind more 
Belf-roliatit. It was evident, however, thai a 
hostile feeling existed in the House agni mt 
' incurring nny responsibility lor the colonies, 
and the ouly way the Government could gut 
u majority on the second reading — which 
they did of ^7 in a House of 147 members — 
was to insist that it was a i try exceptional 
and argent caso. Wo know, therefore, what 
we hnvo to oxpect if wo should ever liavo the 
nii B |ortutie to got into war Willi our ab- 
origines.
